The  first  ancester  of  this  Family  in  Amer¬ 
ica  was  Mathias  Boll,  son  of  Anton  and  Mar- 
garetha  Jose  Boll.  He  was  born  in  1804  in 
Hechingen,  Germany  near  the  border  of  Swit¬ 
zerland.  This  town  is  noted  because  of  a  Man¬ 
sion  built  outside  the  town  on  a  hill.  This  is 
known  as  “Burg  Hohenzollern”  or  Reiser  Wil¬ 
helm's  Estate.  From  the  top  of  this  hill  on  a 
clear  day  a  large  part  of  Switzerland  can  be 
seen. 


He  came  to  America  on  a  Sailing  Boat, 
requiring  three  months  to  cross  the  ocean.  This 
was  probably  early  in  the  Eighteen  Thirties. 
His  wife  the  former  Anna  Marie  Rie  daughter 
of  Joseph  Rie  was  also  born  in  Germany  in  the 
year  of  1812.  The  date  of  her  arrival  to  Amer¬ 
ica  is  unknown.  They  met  each  other  in  Wil¬ 
mington,  Deleware.  They  were  married  and 
started  housekeeping  in  Philadelphia.  They 
probably  lived  in  Philadelphia  for  several 
years,  as  records  show  that  their  first  child 
Philip  Anthony,  was  born  on  Popular  Street 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  And  by  the  time  that 
their  third  child  Joseph,  was  born  they  lived 
in  Lititz,  Pa.  As  he  was  born  on  what  is  now 
Broad  and  Front  Street,  (the  present  location 
of  Zartmans  Store).  Later  they  moved  about 
one  and  one  half  miles  North  of  Lititz,  near 
Lexington,  Pa.,  where  they  spent  most  of  their 
life. 
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In  early  life  Mathias  was  a  Cobbler,  but 
later  in  life  he  made  his  living  as  a  peddler. 
Folks  who  knew  him  say  he  was  well  adapted 
to  this  type  of  work,  because  of  his  extra  ord¬ 
inary  walking  abilities.  His  son  Joseph,  re¬ 
called  as  a  boy  that  he  had  accompanied  his 
father  on  some  of  his  trips,  and  it  required  run¬ 
ning  on  his  part  to  keep  up  with  him. 

I  have  been  told  that  on  one  occasion  he 
went  to  Philadelphia  by  foot  to  buy  Merchan¬ 
dise  for  his  peddling  business.  Leaving  Lititz 
at  12  A.M.  he  started  his  long  journey.  As  he 
was  going  towards  Lancaster,  he  was  passed 
by  some  farmers  driving  there  teams  loaded 
with  produce  for  the  Lancaster  Market.  As  he 
approached  Lancaster  he  passed  these  same 
teams,  which  had  to  stop  every  once  in  awhile 
due  to  the  horses  tiring. 

He  walked  to  Philadelphia,  bought  his 
merchandise,  and  returned  home  to  Lititz  the 
following  day,  after  having  carried  his  pack 
for  a  distance  of  about  seventy  miles. 

In  the  latter  part  of  his  life,  probably 
about  1877  he  again  left  America  for  his  nat¬ 
ive  country,  where  he  lived  until  his  death.  On 
January  21,  1883,  at  the  age  of  79,  he  died  and 
was  buried  in  a  cemetery  near  the  town  of  his 
birth,  Hechingen,  Germany. 

His  wife  Anna  Marie,  died  July  15,  1865, 
at  the  early  age  of  53.  She  was  buried  in  a 
small  cemetery  near  Lexington,  Pa,  where  her 
tombstone  can  still  be  seen.  The  cemetery  is 
located  on  a  Farm  now  owned  by  Phares  Zart- 
man,  near  Lexington. 
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Mathias  and  Anna  Marie  were  blessed 
with  seven  children,  five  boys  and  two  girls. 

The  oldest  was  Philip  Anthony,  born  March 
25,  1838.  Mary  R.  the  first  girl  of  the  couple 
was  born  2  years  later  on  July  6,  1840.  Then 
within  the  next  13  years  the  other  five  children 
were  born.  Joseph  R.  born  April  22,  1843;  John 
Samuel,  born  April  6,  1845;  Elizabeth  R.,  born 
May  14,  1850;  Mathias  R.,  born  February  24, 
1853.  They  also  had  another  child  called  Math- 
ias  that  died  in  infancy. 

Philip  Anthony  of  the  second  generation, 
oldest  son  of  Mathias  and  Anna  Marie  Rie  Boll 
was  married  to  Katherine  Messner,  August  26, 
1862. She  was  born  December  11,  1839.  They 
lived  near  Newville,  R.D.,  Cumberland  County, 
Pennsylvania..  To  this  union  were  born  six 
children,  Elmer  Elsworth,  born  March  4,  1863. 
He  was  never  married  and  died  March  5,  1930 
at  the  age  of  67;  Mary  Savilla,  born  December 
31,  1864;  Edwin  Lewis,  born  June  30,  1866; 
Salome  Agnes,  born  September  28,  1868,  and 
died  July  10,  1870,  at  the  early  age  of  1  year 
10  months;  John  William,  born  February  16, 
1870;  Hiram  Anthony,  born  June  19,  1872,  and 
died  6  months  later,  January  8,  1873. 

After  having  borne  6  children,  Katherine 
M.  wife  of  Philip  Anthony,  died  January  15, 
1873,  only  seven  days  after  the  birth  of  her 
last  child.  She  was  33  at  the  time  of  her  death. 

Philip  Anthony  at  the  age  of  36  remarried 
again  to  Mary  Wilmina  Rowe,  on  November 
10,  1874.  She  was  born  on  July  4,  1851.  To 

this  union  were  born  eight  children,  Rena  Sar¬ 
ah,  born  August  17,  1875,  and  died  2  years,  3 
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months  later  on  November  13,  1877;  Ira  David, 
the  second  child  born  to  this  marriage,  lived 
only  a  few  months.  He  was  born  on  April  19, 
1878,  and  died  July  27,  1878;  Albert  Edmund, 
the  third  child,  was  born  on  July  7,  1879,  and 
died  May  17,  1884,  at  the  age  of  four.  Ralph 
Diehl  was  born  March  7,  1883;  Harvey  Roy, 
born  February  22,  1886;  Ethel  Alma,  born 
October  17,  1888;  Luther  Homer,  born  March  1, 
1892;  Anna  Holda,  born  January  27,  1896. 

Mary  Wilmina,  second  wife  of  Philip  An¬ 
thony  died  May  14,  1898,  at  the  age  of  47.  Her 
husband  Philip  Anthony  lived  to  the  age  of 
81,  and  passed  away  October  5,  1919. 

Mary  Savilla  of  the  third  generation,  sec¬ 
ond  child  of  Philip  Anthony  and  his  first  wife 
Katherine,  was  married  to  John  E.  Baker, 
March  26,  1893.  They  lived  in  Cumberland 

County,  Pennsylvania.  To  this  union  were  born 
two  children,  Floy  Araminta,  born  May  16, 
1894;  and  Lois  Katherine,  born  January  21, 
1902,  and  died  the  same  day.  Mary  Savilla  died 
January  21,  1902  at  the  age  of  37. 

Floy  Aramenta  of  the  fourth  generation, 
first  child  of  John  Ellsworth  and  Mary  Savilla 
Baker,  was  married  to  Owen  Philip  Greenawalt, 
on  April  2,  1920.  They  are  living  now  in  New 
Cumberland,  Pa.  They  have  four  children,

21,  1945  at  the  age  of  66.  They  also  were 
without  children.
